Weall agroo with this, impliodly 
if not directly, The Catholie Church is 
perfectly right (granting their premises) 
in saytng that they ought to be one, and 
tho Freethinker is right in saying that 
they ought to be “separated,” but the 
only successtul separation would bo the 
annihilation of them both, * * * #* 
You ns a Freethinker cannot frame an 
Argument against the Church that will 
not eqnally toll against the State. I 
mean by State all that you menn by law, 
goverumout, ote, and in all that senso I 
am an Anarchist; and so are you if you 
do not reason the-ologically by giving 
some definition to the “law” which yon 
would not pormit a parson to do. rou 
would be eloquent with proof that tho 
“laws"of mochanics ara not the samo us 
god's “law,” because god's laws are com- 
mans (like the Jaws of his divinely -an- 
pointod representative tho Czaror tho 
Popo) which can bo improved, amended, 
evaded, while natural laws ate un- 
changeable, lt is an emusing fact that 
no one rensous so much like a parson as 
an infidel trying to prove that Anarchism 
is nonsense. He can make a fino attack 
on a divine right of kings, but when ho 
defends a king or State (with a capital 
S} ho doos not seo thatho is using the 
argument of the parson who is trying to 
proye that thoro is no inconsistency in 
tho 89 Articles. There are three that

“The Strength of the Nationt" 

Some recent legislation reminds me 
strongly of Dickens’ admirable descrip- 
tion of tho mission to Burighoola Gha, 
so greatis the anxiety for far distant 
people, President Cleveland nnd Sena- 
tor Edmunds in their intense desire to 
protect downtrodden women, need not 
straintheir ocular organe by peering 
over the Rocky mountains. Nor need 
they evor reverse thoir official telescopes 
to discover a field for missionary effort in 
Washington. Right under their distend- 
ed nostrils, so keen of scent at long 
range, our chivalrous knights, Don 
Cleveland and Sancho Edmunds, might 
sniff a state of things not to be describ- 
ed in the words of the Inte message. I 
will cite from the message a text upon 
which to hang a recent incident as illus- 
trotive commentary, 

TEXT. 

“The strongth. the perpetuity und tho 
destiny of the nation rests upon our 
homes, established by the law of God, 
guarded by parental care, regulated by 
parontal authority and sanctified by 
parental lovo. These aro not the homes 
of polygamy.” 

To show what aro uot the homes of 
polygamy.I take a monogamio home in 


Washington, ostablished by the 
law of God and maiutained by the 
law of man, for 

ILLUSTRATION, 


Sinco our chivalrous bachelor Don was 
called to the high trust of defending 
down-trodden women,a husband in Wash- 
ington had oceasion to quarrel with his 
wifo, Ho held agovernment position sho 
kept a boarding house. The furniture, 
the cnrpets,the vory pictures on the walls 
down to the motto, “God bless our home,” 
had been purchased by her with money 
"She bills for them had 
been mado outin her own name. Her 
husband had generously aided her in 
her endeavors by becoming a bonrder. 
No paid ber forty dollars a month from 
his salary of one hundrod. More, be 
carefully stipulated tho equivalents his 
money purchased, ‘L'weoty-five dollars 
was for board, the balance, fifty cents a 
day, was for the enjoyment of marital 
felicities, Having thus gencrously made 
provisions for her support and his own 
comfort, tho sixty remaining he spent 
elsewhcro, 

In due time, in this “home guarded 
by parental caro,” a child was bern, and 
domestic arrangements wore for a time 
interrupted, Hero arose the quarrel. 
Before the mother had left her bed (al- 
though a polygamous father would have 
waited until the child had been weaned, 
as is tho custom), the monogamio father 
of the christian home asserted his mari- 
tal authority to resume the enjoyment 
of rights “cetablished by the law of God,” 
and which be had so generously Jumped 
at üfty cents per diem! ‘The wife re- 
boled; rebelled againsttho law of God 
and refused him admission to her bed, 
His munificence had in no way robbed 
him of his rights, his generosity alone 
had prompted the recompense. But 
finding bis rights and his generosity 
alike scorned until she was able to be 
abont, he indignantly gathered up his 
personal effects and left tho-houso for 
new quarters, But what pecuniary ar- 
rangements he made with his new land- 
lady, I donot know. 

In plain words, he deserted her. She 
recovered health and he desired to return, 
preferring the old arrangement “es- 
eablished by the law of God,” as amend- 
ed by human generosity, to the “Euro- 
pean plan” whero “extras” were not al- 
ways eqitably assessed. She still re- 
fused. Inher rebellion sho bad grown 
stiff-necked; sho had ¢niffed the air of 
freedom and rejoiced therein. The 
contents of the house had been 
purchased with her own earnings, 
and another boarder at twenty-five Jol- 
Jars n month was preferable to her liege 
lord with his fifty cents a day for estras. 

There never was but ono convincing 
way to deal with rebels—tae use of forcel 
To know how to apply it, and the extent 
of his divinely bestowod righta, he natnr- 
ally consulted a lawyer. Not that law- 


in general, but that an this “peculiar in- 


stitution” of Christendom tho lawyer is 
the recognized spigot which taps the 
divine mind. 

Ho levied on the goods she had earned, 
for lolinthis christian home “regulated by 
parental authority and exnctified by pa- 
rental love,” legally tho wife was a non- 
enity, Ex nihilo nihil fit, unless woe ox- 
cept submission and obedience. She 
found herself forced to the wall, uncon- 
ditional surrender or destitution, Sho 
capitulated, the fort was surrendered 
nod the husband moved in and took pos- 
pession of person and property. 

Such was tho recent experieuco of one 
of tho monogamio mothers of Washing- 
ton, but she still has the blessed privi- 
lege to know that in tho enjoyment of 
his God-made rights, now no longer as- 
sacinted with man-mado recompense, he 
has no legal right to seek elsewhore that 
which sho is compelled to submit to with 
goorn and loathing, Socicty wedded to 
commonplace, looks ou in eomposure; 
not even an Ebenezer Brick Lane asso- 
ciation raises a voice of protest. The 
Dons and Sanchos of official position 
smile serenely and thank God, when the 
weekly hour of public prayer arrives, 
thatthese monogamis mothers all around 


thom “aro not the cbeerloss, crushed snd 
unwomanly mothers of polygamy!’ 
“Oh, wad some power the giftie gie us, 
To eee oursel's ns othera see us, 
lt would frae monie a bluuder free us 
$ And foolish notion; 
What airs in dresa an’ gait wad lea'e us 
Ande’en Devotion!" 
Although Burns did not address the 
above lines to onein power, they are as 
applicable to “His Excellency” ns to the 
humbler object which inspired them,

If tholifeof man extended 
throngh uncensing ages, instead of a fow 
short years, ho wold need to giyo 
tbought to his futuro existence; but 
since we hare no evidence of a life bo- 
yond the latest breath, it would svem 
the sheerest uonsense to burrow troublo 
and worry’ ourselves abont an uncer- 
tainty. 

George Eliot and Col. Ingersoll have 
ucknowledged futuro lifo nsa fact, saye 
the preacher, while the Truthseeker 
lately published that Miss Cloveland 
don’t like Georgo Eliot’s poems because 
they oxprosa “no faith in anything be- 
youd," and that Col. Ingersoll comment- 
ing on George Eliot said that future life 
in the “hereafter” was something too 
far away to beof general ntility to thoso 
living in the present world. But oven 
if Col. Ingersoll and everybody elso were 
proclaiming futurolife as n positive fact, 
would that make it 80? 

I could oasily confound tho preacher's 
assertions about the rapid increase of 
Christianity, by unfolding before tho 
reader the testimeny of countless facts 
drawn from contemporaneous listory, 
but I prefer to point to tho light of the 
Sun of Truth, and appeal the case to that 
less partial judge—Common Sonso, 

Another proof that man cnnnot shave 
uny other individualized existence or 
future life, any more than any othor or- 
ganized being on this planet, is tho in- 
contestible fact that we are pub into tho 
living world and areintluenced and gov» 
erned by nature's agoncies just as other 
animals aud plants.
